medical treatment Jn tbe Gaol) was ordered by 
one of the head turnkeys to carry as large and 
heavy: tox; sk, sp arently, quite beyond the | 
map's.p y powers, However, he eventually 
succeeded rrying out the orders, and just as 
he.put the box down, the turnkey, a man named 
Brass, strack the oofortunate wretch a blow on 
the chest which felled him to the ground The 
mao bad done no wrerg, had broken no rule; 
nothing, {fo fact, justifying the bratal’ asrault 
committed on him. Oo the following day, 
when the visiting Justices (one of whom was 
Dr, Jordan, I belfeve) were golng thelr rounds, 
the prisoner complained of his Il-treatment 
and by them he was advised to report 
bis-case to Mr. Lethbridge, the Superintendent 
ofthe Gaol, This he did, iat aa he called 
ho witnesses (balf a dozen of whom were 
present when he was struck) the turnkey had 
matters all bis own way, and, what I am 
informed {s true, the proceedings do not ‘reflect 
mach credit on the Supsrlrtendent's Ideas’ of 
gaol management or sense of justice, for notonly 
was the man denied the redress. to which he 
waa todleputably entitled, but he. was actually 
censured for bringing the complafot, and flatly 
accused of falsehood! Now, the man was 
assaulted and the assault was witnessed, as J 
have glready ‘stated, by some bal/-dozen persons 
-—t flicers of the Gaol and other p {soners,yetnone 
of these were cxamined at the so-called Inquiry, 
Ifmany such cases occur within the Gaol wal 
the wonder fs that outbreaks among the prisoners 
Bre not more numerous than has been the case. 
With reference to this particular, grlevance, 
however, It {s undoubtedly the duty of ‘the 
Superintendent of the Gaol toiostitute a searching 
investigation, ‘and ifthe man Brass should be 
foand guilty'of baving stro: her;

This happy state of, 
affairs Is doubtless dae to the praiseworthy 
action of the Government, for af von as the 
existence of the epidemic In your colony was’ 
made known, every precaution was taken to, 
prevent it from belng introduced here; the streets, 
and draina were flushed with sea-water and 
carbolic solution, and ever-slace that time the 
Holy City bas been bathed in that wholesome 
disinfectant. To secure 2 thoroughly effac'ive 
search only one pter is left agen to traffic in the 
{nner harbour and one landing place on the’ 
Praya; all others are barred. All native 
passengers rrriving by the steamers, Jaanches, 
cargo-boats or janks are cire‘ully examined, and 
only allowed to land when they are pronounced 
free from the disease. The doctors are experfenc- 
Ing a very busy time, and go are the polices 
the latter haye been reloforced by men from 
oné ofthe gunboats, They are of preat assistance 
to the authorities, and are used pri ly for 
guard and picket duties, The Barrer gates 
and both landing places are closed after 
sun-set, Thousands of panic-stricken Chinese 
continue to arrive from Canton and Hongkong, 
bat thanks to the sensible preventive methods 
adopted by the Government, the plaguc has 
been kept at bay; how long the fates will be on 
our elde, however, is a matter that need not 
be speculated on.
